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Parents, son indicted on 


drug trafficking charges

It took 16 months but 
three Powell County resi¬ 
dents have been indicted 
by a grand jury follow¬ 
ing a drug raid that took 
place in March of 2011. 
That raid led to officers 
finding 1,700 pills, over 
$1,300 in cash and items 
officers said were traded 
for drugs at the home just 
south of Stanton. It also 
led to numerous storage 
units in the county where 
more property was found. 

Deborah Hunt, 59, her 
husband Leroy Hunt, 58, 
and their son, Carl Hunt, 
34, were indicted by a 
Powell County Grand 
Jury on July 25. The trio 
was originally arrested 
on March 16, 2011 after 
deputies from the Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office 
received a tip about the 
family allegedly dealing 
in controlled substances. 

The three were indicted 
on several charges of first, 
second and third degree 
trafficking in controlled 
substances. Carl Hunt 
was also indicted for being 
a persistent felon. 

Deputy Matt Reed used 
information from a con¬ 
fidential informant back 
in March of 2011 to gain 
information about drugs 
being sold at a home on 
Brittany Lane, just off 
James Crowe Hollow Road 
about four miles east of 
Stanton. In fact, accord¬ 
ing to police records, the 
informant used marked 
bills to make a purchase 



home on Brittany Lane. 
Officers found the pills, 
including percocets, oxy¬ 
codone and various other 
prescription drugs. Over 
100 were found hidden on 
Carl Hunt when he was 
searched by police. 

Police records and an 
inventory list indicate 
that jewelry and electron¬ 
ics were also found at 
the residence. In storage 
buildings at the home, 
officers found four wheel-

at the home before the 
warrant was obtained. 
Reed worked with Sheriff 
Danny Rogers to get the 
warrant. Officers from 
the sheriffs department, 
Clay City, Stanton and 
the Kentucky State Police 
departments joined in the 
raid. 

Officers arrested Carl 
Hunt, his father Leroy 
Hunt and mother Deborah 
Hunt at the parents 


ers, an air compressor 
and various other items. 
In Deborah Hunt’s purse 
police found several 
Florida business cards 
and a note advising of a 
pill raid that was to occur 
in Palm Beach, Florida. 
Also at the home offi¬ 
cers say they found drug 
transaction records. 

Officers also found evi¬ 
dence that the Hunt’s had 
four storage buildings 
at Pirate Town Storage 
and one at the Mattress 
Outlet/Elkins Street 
Storage. Deputy Reed 
and Sheriff Rogers inven¬ 
toried the items found in 
the units. Several guns 
were found in one unit, 
while items like snack 
and cold drink machines 
were found in others. 
Officers also found tools 
and building supplies in 
a few units. Carl Hunt 
reportedly was the owner 
of Wildcat Guttering and 
Siding at the time. 

The case sort of stalled 
as local authorities wait-

Stanton sets motor vehicle tax rate

The Stanton City Council held their 
regular meeting last Thursday night. 
Once again the city park was a main 
focus. But the council also set the motor 
vehicle tax rate. That rate should come 
as no surprise to anyone. 

The meeting began with an Airport 
Update. A representative from Hanson 
was present to discuss future projects. 
He explained there were a few projects 
that needed to be done to better the air¬ 
port and to insure it met safety regula¬ 
tions. Also the Airport board requested 
that the city match the counties contri¬ 
bution which was $6,000 a year to help 
with operating cost. The council agreed 
to look at the budget and to discuss the 
issue at next month’s meeting. The 
mayor and council agreed that the air¬ 
port was a “building block for the com¬ 
munity.” 



The next item was the 2013 Motor 
Vehicle Property Tax Rate. Mayor Dale 
Allen stated that the tax rate had never 
changed and had been the same since 
he had been there. The council agreed to 
leave it the same as the previous year at 
17.9 cents per $100 of assessed value. 

The council then opened bids for the 
new ball field at the Stanton City Park. 
The bid was awarded to Hawkland 
Farms for $18,000. They also agreed to 
renew the postage contract with Pitney 
Bowes. 

The council then voted to name the 
street by the Little League field. The 
council agreed to name the street Park 
Lane. Work has already been underway 
as the entrance to the park has become 
wider. Another entrance near the Little 
League field is currently under con¬ 
struction, but will give more access and 
parking to the area. 

The meeting then went into closed 
session to discuss possible land acquisi¬ 
tion and no action was taken.

past to triumph, helping

How many people would 
give up on a career when 
they are at or near their 
peak to follow a different 
yet uncertain future? Not 
many. But Chad Varga 
did just that and now mil¬ 
lions of teens have heard 
his message. 

Varga gave up a career 
in professional basketball 
to start an organization 
called Inspire Now. The 
organization, which start¬ 
ed in 2000, has grown and 
Varga travels a good por¬ 
tion of the year spread¬ 
ing his message. One of 
hope, never giving up and 
letting kids know that 


they can make it through 
tough times with God’s 
help. 

He knows, because he 
did it. 

Varga was a basket¬ 
ball sensation coming 
out of Detroit’s Catholic 
Central High School as a 
McDonald’s All-American 
nominee. He took his 
hardwood skills to the 
University of Pittsburgh 
from 1994 to 1997. While 
there he was named as a 
team captain and an All 
Big East Conference pre¬ 
season choice. 

From there he was 
invited to play with the 
Dallas Mavericks of the 
NBA, but injured his 
hand before training 


camp. Instead he opted to 
play in Europe for teams 
in Spain. He was named 
as an all-star in his first 
two seasons and finished 
fourth in the MVP race. 

Not bad consider¬ 
ing Varga grew up in a 
home with a drug addict¬ 
ed mother, moving from 
place to place and hoping 
to make it day-by-day. He 
even remembers being 
taken to crack houses as 
a child and seeing his 
mother beaten up by boy¬ 
friends. At least one of 
those turned their wrath 
toward him when he tried

A Stanton man was arrested last 
Tuesday and charged with fourth 
degree assault after police say he 
hit and choked his pregnant girl¬ 
friend. Officers arrested Randy R. 
Ritchie, 30, after answering a call 
about a physical domestic at a 
home in Clay City 

Police were sent to a home on 
Holiday Hills in the Black Creek 
area where they found Stephanie 
West. West had called for help after 
she and Ritchie had got into an 
argument over using the couple's 
vehicle. 

West told Powell County Deputy 
Billy Rice that Ritchie struck her 
after she told him to leave. He 


hitting her as he drug her into 
a bedroom. West told officers she 
must have blacked out, but when 
she woke up he was on top of her 
screaming. 

Rice's report indicated that West's 
eye was bruised and swollen. The 
report also indicated that there 
were bruises and what appeared 
to marks around her throat. She 
advised Rice that she and Ritchie 
were in a “live-in intimate rela¬ 
tionship.” She also stated she was 
10 months pregnant with Ritchie's 
child. She apparently waited two 
hours to call police after the inci¬ 
dent happened because she is 
afraid of him. West called police 
after Ritchie went to the store. 

Ritchie was found at the Stanton 
Kroger parking lot after he exit¬ 


ed the store. He was in West's 
car. Stanton Police Officer Phillip 
Frazier and Deputy Ian Morton 
made the traffic stop and arrested 
Ritchie. 

The officers also executed war¬ 
rants from other counties on Ritchie 
at the time of his arrest. Ritchie 
had four contempt charges, a rob¬ 
bery second, theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing and failure to appear charges 
from Perry County. 

Ritchie was placed in the Powell 
County Detention Center. His bond 
was set at $2,500 cash. He was 
sentenced to three years for a theft 
charge in Powell County back in 
May. However, that sentence was 
probated for four years. It was not 
clear at press time if a probation 
revocation hearing would be held 
anytime soon.

He 
went through his house 
on the coast of Spain, 
picked up a Bible and 
the verses “just seemed to 
jump out at me,” he told 
the crowd on Sunday. 

Varga gave up a career 
doing what he knew he 
was good at and started 
Inspire Now. He uses his 
speaking abilities to help 
put forth a positive mes¬ 
sage for today's youth. He 
is trying to inspire, edu¬ 
cate and equip teenagers 
to become individuals of 
character through value- 
based school assembly 
programs, conferences, 
services and events. 

One such event is 
planned for Wednesday, 
Aug 22 at George Rogers 
Clark High School in 
Winchester. That event is 
called “Collide” and Varga 
is expecting nearly 2,000 
kids from the area coun¬ 


ties to be there to hear his 


message. 

“I don't try to talk about 
God in the school assem¬ 
blies, because they won't 
let us.

ed to see if federal authorities would take up the case. 
Carl Hunt, according to court records, was on proba¬ 
tion at the time after pleading guilty to trafficking in 
a controlled substance in Clark County. The charge 
was amended to possession of a controlled substance. 
Hunt was sentenced to four years, but it was to be 
suspended and probated for five years. He also had 
three cases of possession of a controlled substance in 
Madison County. But records indicate that all three 
were dismissed. 

After the federal authorities failed to indict, the 
local prosecutors took the case to a Powell County 
Grand Jury. 

Deborah Hunt and Leroy Hunt are incarcerated in 
the Powell County Detention Center. Deborah Hunt's 
bond is set at $75,000 cash, while Leroy Hunt's bond 
is set at $50,000 cash. Carl Hunt's bond has been set 
at $95,000 cash.

Guest Column: The 'little miracle' of the Declaration of Independence

The Second Continental 
Congress, having been 
convened for six months, 
had been engaged in the 
wrestle for or against 
independence, the vast 
majority of delegates 
being decidedly against 
such drastic action most 
of this time. Surely 
there should be a way 
of reconciling their differ¬ 
ences with Great Britain 
instead. 

This was so even after 
the battles of Lexington, 
Concord, and Bunker 
(Breeds) Hill and the 
British occupation of 
Boston. We were at war. 

King George III had 
already rejected the 
Colonists Declaration of 
Rights, arguing the viola¬ 
tion of their rights under 
British law, and the paci¬ 
fist Olive Branch Petition, 
which reaffirmed colo¬ 
nial loyalty to the king 
and blamed their prob¬ 
lems upon Parliament 
alone. Moreover, he had 
declared the Colonists in 
open rebellion. 

A full six months prior 
to the signing a decla¬ 
ration of independence, 
Parliament had removed 
the colonies from the 


protection of the British 
military, ended all British 
trade with them, and 
authorized the confisca¬ 
tion of any American ves¬ 
sel on the seas. 

Still, delegates 

could not bring them¬ 
selves to separate from 
the British Empire. 
On July 1, 1776, the 
Patriots finally risked 
“putting the question” 
to a tentative count but 
were numbingly shocked 
by the result. 

Four colonies New York, 
South Carolina, Delaware 
and Pennsylvania did not 
support declaring inde¬ 
pendence from Great 
Britain. The Patriots 
needed to show solidarity. 
A vote of only nine colo¬ 
nies would show disunity. 
This is where the bril¬ 
liance of John Adams, 
from Massachusetts, and 
Richard Henry Lee, from 
Virginia, came into play. 

They got Edward 
Rutledge to use his influ¬ 
ence to persuade South 
Carolina, for the sake 
of unity, to join those 
supporting indepen¬ 
dence, if Pennsylvania 
and Delaware could 
be persuaded to do 
likewise. Convinced that 
that could never happen, 
Rutledge agreed. 

Next, Adams and Lee 
worked on Delaware 
which had three repre¬ 


sentatives, one for and 
another against indepen¬ 
dence and a third, Caesar 
Rodney, who was pro dec¬ 
laration, was recuperat¬ 
ing from health problems 
at his farm 80 miles away 
and probably would not 
be able to be there to vote 
the next day. Apparently 
he had skin cancer and a 
sore on his face the “size 
of a large apple.” 

The Delaware delegate 
favoring independence 
sent a messenger to 
Rodney to try to get him 
to the Convention for the 
vote. This necessitate an 
80-mile all night ride by 
the sick delegate. 

Now to change the vote 
of Pennsylvania with 
seven delegates, four 
against independence. 

Amazingly Adams and 
Lee convinced two of these 
to be absent for voting 
the next day. This would 
place Pennsylvania in the 
camp of the Patriots. 

New York, without 
instructions to vote for 
independence, remained 
neutral refusing to vote at 
all. Decidedly too many 
ifs, and would everyone 
keep their promise? They 
needed a “little miracle,” 
perhaps three. 

Sometime after lunch 
the next day July 2, 1776, 
Caesar Rodney, “caked 
with mud from head 
to foot,” having ridden 


though a severe thunder¬ 
storm and torrential rain, 
“entered the assembly 
room, and when his name 
was called for Delaware 
he rose with difficulty but 
in a clear voice stated: 
As I believe the voice of 
my constituents and of all 
sensible and honest men 
is in favor of Independence 
and my own judgment 
concurs with them, I 
vote for Independence' 
” (Declaration of 
Independence: The 

Keepsake Album of its 
Creation, by Joseph P. 
Cullen, American History 
Illustrated p. 34). 

This little miracle made 
Delaware the 10th colony 
for a declaration that 
these colonies were free 
and independent states. 
The two lesser “miracles” 
followed. 

Pennsylvania followed 
as planned when the two 
con-delegates did not 
show to vote as promised, 
leaving a simple major¬ 
ity for independence, and 
Rutledge kept his word 
and persuaded South 
Carolina to become the 
12th colony for the sake 
of unity. 

With New York abstain¬ 
ing the Patriots could 
announce to the world 
that the vote had car¬ 
ried without an opposing 
vote. 

All this happened with¬ 


Secretary Grimes files lawsuit to protect soldiers right to vote 


Kentucky Secretary of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes filed a lawsuit in Franklin Circuit Court last 
week to protect the rights of uniformed service and 
overseas voters to vote in special elections in the 
Commonwealth. Grimes is seeking judicial relief to 
allow sufficient time for those voters to receive, fill 
out, and return absentee ballots. 

“Currently, Kentucky law does not provide adequate 
time for overseas citizens, including men and women 
in the military who are stationed abroad, to have a full 
opportunity to vote and have their ballots counted in 
special elections,” said Grimes, the Commonwealth's 
Chief Election Official. “Kentucky law is not only 
inconsistent with federal requirements, but also out 
of touch with the practical difficulties facing overseas 
voters and the county clerks, who administer elec¬ 
tions. With the court's assistance, I am hopeful we can 
resolve this matter to protect our overseas citizens' 
fundamental right to vote.” 

To date, special elections to fill vacancies in the 
Kentucky House, Second District, and Kentucky 
Senate, Nineteenth District, are scheduled for Nov. 6, 
the same date as the General Election. If additional 
vacancies arise, more special elections could be sched¬ 
uled, including one to fill the vacancy in the office 
of United States House of Representatives, Fourth 
Congressional District.

The Department of Defense's Federal Voting 
Assistance Project has found that ballots must be 
sent 45 days prior to an election in order for over¬ 
seas, and especially military, voters to have adequate 
time to receive, vote, and return them. As a result, 
in all federal elections, the Uniformed and Overseas 
Citizens Voting Act requires states to transmit a 
validly requested ballot to a uniformed service or 
overseas voter by no later than 45 days prior to the 
election, if the request was received at least 45 days 
in advance, and within three days of the request if 
received thereafter. 

Kentucky's special election law allows candidates 
under KRS 118.770 to file petitions and certificates of 
nomination up to 28 days before the scheduled special 
election. Thus, absentee ballots for special elections to 
fill vacancies in the General Assembly, U.S. Congress, 
and the office of Governor can be sent out a maximum 
of only 27 days before the special election. 

“Regardless of whether it's a special or regular elec¬ 
tion, every election matters, and every vote counts,” 
said Grimes. “Kentuckians who risk their lives on the 
battlefield must have their voices protected at the 
ballot box, and I believe it is important to be proactive 
so that their right to vote is not compromised pending 
enactment of a new state law.”

in 26 hours, when the day 
before, at 10 a. m., only 
nine colonies supported 
independence. 

A draft of The 
Declaration of 

Independence had been 
written, reviewed by 
committee, and tabled 
on June 28, until after 
an affirmative vote for 
independence. This 
achieved, its finalization 
by the whole house fol¬ 
lowed on July 4, 1776, 
passing 12 to 0, again 
with New York abstain¬ 
ing. 

But could all this be 
vindicated on the battle¬ 
field, that seemed just 
as improbable perhaps 
needing additional “lit¬ 


tle miracles,” or would 
these men merit only 
the gallows, but that is 
a story for another day?

Bible and science at Highland Institute in Breathitt 
County, at which time he met Wilma Thompson of 
Morris Fork, Kentucky. They were married on June 
14, 1953. Their daughter, Esther, is their beloved and 
only child. 

David Rule was led to Christ on Aug. 7, 1942, by T. 
Stanley Soltau, a missionary returned from Korea. 
On July 10, 1951, he was licensed for the ministry 
by the Presbytery of Ebenezer of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America. He was 
ordained to the ministry by the same Presbytery 
on April 22, 1953. He served as student pastor in 
Washington, Kentucky (Summer, 1949); in Bellefonte 
outside of Ashland, Kentucky (Summer, 1952); and in 
Esperance, New York (1952-1953). 

Following his ordination and his graduation from 
seminary, he served as pastor of the Presbyterian 
churches of Esperance, New York, and Carlisle, New 
York (1953-1955). On Dec. 1,1955, he came to Stanton, 
serving as pastor of First Presbyterian Church until 
his retirement on Jan. 1, 1998. He was Stated Clerk 
of the Presbytery of Ebenezer, 1961-1971, and the 
Presbytery of Transylvania, 1971-1994. He served as 
the last Moderator of the Synod of Kentucky of The 
United Presbyterian Church in the United States 
of America in 1972 and as the last Moderator of the 
Synod of Kentucky of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States in 1973.

He authored two books, two magazine articles, 
an article in The Kentucky Encyclopedia, an article in 
Clark's Kentucky Almanac and Book of Facts: 2006, 
numerous articles for the newsletter of the Red River 
Historical Society & Museum, and various leaflets 
and booklets which he used in his pastoral ministry. 

He served for a number of years as a member of 
the Board of Directors of The Kentucky League on 
Alcohol & Gambling Problems. He was a member of 
six historical and/or genealogical societies. He served 
as part-time pastor of the Morris Fork Presbyterian 
Chapel in Breathitt County from May, 2005 until the 
present. He spent much time working on a history of 
Powell County and on a history of the Presbyterian 
Church in Eastern and Central Kentucky. 

He was preceded in death by his parents and by his 
half-sister, Mary Louise Chandler.

Between running air 
conditioners, watering 
plants and keeping the 
kids cool on a hot sum¬ 
mer day, many of us are 


seeing our energy and 
water usage rise with 
the temperatures. By 
making some small 
adjustments to your 
home, you can conserve 
more energy and water. 
Not only is this good for 
the environment, but 
it’s good for your financ¬ 
es. 

Here are some tips for 
conserving energy and 
water at home during 
the warmer months: 

• Install white shades, 
blinds or drapes as 
these will help reflect 
heat from your home. 


Close them on south- 
and west-facing walls 
during the day to keep 
your home cooler. 

• Increase your ther¬ 
mostat setting by 4 
degrees Fahrenheit and 
run a ceiling fan. This 
provides the same level 
of comfort while con¬ 
serving energy. Keep 
televisions and lamps 
away from the thermo¬ 
stat as their heating 
may cause the ther¬ 
mostat to misread the 
actual room tempera¬ 
ture and run longer. 

• Run washers, dry¬ 


ers and dishwashers 
only when you have full 
loads. You can cut down 
on dryer usage during 
warmer months by dry¬ 
ing clothes on a clothes¬ 
line or drying rack. 

• Unplug appliances 
and small electronics 
when not in use as 75 
percent of the electric¬ 
ity used to power home 
electronics is consumed 
while they are turned 
off. 

• Lower the tempera¬ 
ture on your water heat¬ 
er. Reducing the tem¬ 
perature by 10 degrees 


can provide savings of 
3 to 5 percent in energy 
costs. If you’re going to 
be gone for more than 
three days, you may be 
able to turn your water 
heater off and save 
additional energy and 
money. Check your 
manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions before doing so. 

• Water your plants 
from a rain barrel or 
from leftover water 
when you change your 
pet’s water. 

• Put water in a small 
pool for your kids rather 
than run a sprinkler or 


hose. 

• Sweep sidewalks, 
porches, patios or drive¬ 
ways instead of washing 
debris away with a gar¬ 
den hose. 

• Compost produce 
scraps instead of put¬ 
ting them in a garbage 
disposal, as disposals 
use a lot of water.

Powell sees rise in percentage of college gratis 


Powell County has experienced 
a brain gain in the last 40 years, 
joining the rest of the country in 
what has been a massive increase 
in the number of adults who have 
earned college degrees. 

In 1970, 3.4 percent of those over 
25 years of age had college degrees 
in Powell County. By 2010, 10.4 
percent of adults here had com¬ 
pleted college. 

The percentage of adults with 
college degrees in Powell County 
was less than the national average 
of 27.9 percent in 2010. The col¬ 
lege-educated rate here was less 
than the Kentucky average of 20.3 
percent. 

The number of adults in the 
United States with college degrees 
has nearly tripled since 1970, when 
only 10.7 percent of adults had 
graduated from college. But the 
percentage of adults with degrees 
in rural counties, such as Powell 
County, while increasing, has gen¬ 
erally fallen behind the proportion 
of college-educated residents in 
urban counties. 

The loss of young, well-educated 
residents has posed a long-stand¬ 
ing difficulty for rural communi¬ 
ties. 

“One of the problems that rural 
areas face is that in order to get 
a college education, young people 
often have to leave,” says Judith 
Stallmann, an economist at the 
University of Missouri. “Once you 
leave, that introduces you to other 
opportunities that you might not 
have seen had you not left.” 

The good news for rural America 
is that it has caught up in every 
other measure of education. 

In 1970, 7.8 percent of adults in 
rural counties had some education 
after high school, but less than a 
college degree. By 2010, 27.4 per¬ 
cent of rural adults had attained 


some post high school education 
without earning a college diploma. 
That level of education was close 
to the national average of 28.1 per¬ 
cent. 

In Powell County, 3.4 percent of 
adults had some college in 1970, 
rising to 14.8 percent in 2010. The 
Kentucky average in 2010 was 26.2 
percent. Powell County had 3,896 
adults (those over 25 years of age) 
in 1970 and 8,498 adults in 2010. 

Overall, Stallmann says, the 
trends show that “rural people 
have responded to the demand for 
increased job skills by the increas¬ 
ing their post secondary educa¬ 
tion.” 

Only 29.2 percent of the adult 
population in Powell County had 
failed to graduate from high school 
in 2010. Nationally 15 percent of 
adults had not completed high 
school; in Kentucky, the rate was 
19.0 percent. 

Mark Partridge, a rural econo¬ 
mist at Ohio State University, says 
that regional differences in college 
graduation rates have increased 
in recent years. Partridge said his 
studies have found that rural coun¬ 
ties and counties with small cities 
in the South and West didn’t fare 
as well as those in the Midwest 
and Northeast in attracting col¬ 
lege graduates. Even though the 
Sunbelt has seen tremendous 
growth over the past few decades, 
the South’s rural counties haven’t 
kept up in terms of attracting 
adults with college degrees. 

But the problem of keeping col¬ 
lege graduates in rural America 
is a national issue and one that is 
also enduring. 

Missouri economist Stallmann 
said this is a reflection of the kinds 
of jobs that are generally avail¬ 
able in rural communities. If there 
are fewer jobs demanding college 


degrees in a community, there are 
likely to be fewer college gradu¬ 
ates. 

“It’s a big deal in a lot of rural 
counties because you don’t see a 
lot of jobs that require a college 
education,” Stallmann said. Young 
people graduating from high school 
don’t see many jobs that demand a 
college diploma, so they don’t think 
about coming home once they leave 
for the university. 

There can be a “self-reinforc¬ 
ing cycle” in rural communities, 
Stallmann said — young people 
leave to gain higher education, 
they don’t come back after col¬ 
lege because there aren’t jobs that 
demand such education, and their 
absence diminishes the chances 
that more of these kinds of jobs 
will be created. 

Nationally, rural counties and 
counties with small cities have 
caught up with urban counties in 
the percentage of adults who have 
some post high school education. 
Stallmann sees this as a sign that 
“there are perhaps more jobs in 
rural areas that require post sec¬ 
ondary education but not college.” 

Both Stallmann and Partridge 
said the data on college education 
rates told them that rural commu¬ 
nities should consider the kind of 
jobs being created locally. 

“Rural communities may need to 
think about the types of jobs” being 
created, Stallmann said. “There are 
some communities that are doing 
things like getting local businesses 
to put an emphasis on hiring local 
kids who got a college education.” 

“It really suggests that rural 
communities that aren’t thinking 
about making themselves attrac¬ 
tive to educated people are really 
going to suffer,” Partridge said.

17 at 5 p.m. This year’s 
Field Day will be held 
at the beautiful farm of 
Judge Sara Walter Combs 
of 1081 Lower Cane Creek 
Road in Stanton. 

This year’s field day 
will be somewhat differ¬ 
ent this year as we will 
not have wagon tours, 
but will have booths and 
demonstrations to view 
during the afternoon of 
the Aug. 17. There will be 
a program for the ladies 
entitled “Plan, Cook & 
Freeze”. There will also 
be an educational pro¬ 
gram for the kids, taught 
by 4-H Agent, Valerie 
Stewart.

2 tablespoons water 

1 teaspoon dill 

V 2 teaspoon parsley 

l/8th teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon black pep¬ 
per 

Prepare the corn accord¬ 
ing to package directions 
or blanch fresh corn. 
Drain corn. 


Place the cucumbers 
and onion in a large bowl 
and add corn. 

In a small bowl, com¬ 
bine vinegar, sugar, water, 
dill, parsley, salt and pep¬ 
per and blend well. 

Pour the dressing over 
the vegetables and mix 
well.

Kentucky Ginseng 
Laws for 2012 

Kentucky land owners 
need to be aware of this 
year’s regulations regard¬ 
ing digging ginseng on the 
hills of Powell County. 

• Harvest season is 
from Sept. 1 - Dec. 1. 

• Only harvest plants 
that are 5 years Id or 
3 prolonged. Remember 
this is the minimum har¬ 
vest age. 

• If berries, red or 
green, are present on har¬ 
vested root, they need to 
be planted within 50 feet 
with no tool other than 
your finger. 

• If you are harvesting 
on private land, no per¬ 
mit required. However, 
we remind you to follow 
all trespassing laws. 

The ONLY public 
lands in Kentucky avail¬ 
able for ginseng har¬ 
vest is the Daniel Boone 
National Forest. A permit 
is required and ginseng 
harvested is for personal 
use only. Sell your gin¬ 
seng only to a licensed 
Kentucky dealer. 

• Do not send your gin¬ 
seng by mail to an out of 
state dealer. 

• Do not leave the bor¬ 
ders of kentucky with 
Kentucky ginseng. 

For a list of Kentucky 
dealers and Kentucky gin¬ 


seng laws (KRS 246.650- 
KRS 246.990) go to KDA 
website under ag markets 
and ginseng. This list 
does change from time to 
time and we will publish 
the most recent copy here 
first.

Mother Nature throws 
a wrench into 2012 

(This news article 
appeared in the Kentucky 
Forage Notes, Aug. 1, 
2012) 

Ranchers and farmers 
are used to fickle weather 
and its consequences. But 
dramatic deterioration 
of grass and grain crops 
across the U.S. in the past 
two months has stunned 
the agricultural commu¬ 
nity. 

Few folks forecasted 
the widespread drought 
that's battered crops since 
may. The irony is that 
early 2012 held so much 
promise, as Texas and 
Oklahoma saw an end to 
their historic drought, an 
pasture conditions and 
crops responded well to 
spring rains. Meanwhile, 
ideal conditions through¬ 
out the Corn Belt led to 
one of the fastest and 
earliest yield planting 
decades. 

USDA subsequenty 
forecasted a yield of 166 
bu/acre, a record crop of 
14.790 billion bu., and an 
average price of $4.60/bu. 
Given that the average 
price of the 2011-2012 
crop might be $6, such 
a decline would have 
brought much-neded elief 
to cattle feeders and other 
corn users. 


These prospects have 
now evaporated, just like 
the moisture throughout 
much of the central U.S. 
By early July, drought ws 
he number-one story for 
the U.S. agriculture and 
beef industry. Pasture 
conditions were deterio¬ 
rating, forcing more young 
cattle inot feedlots and 
causing more beef cows to 
be culled than expected. 
The condition of the corn 
crop was deteriorating as 
well, as hot dry weather 
persisited. 

Yet there appeared to 
be no immediate relief in 
sight as the crop entered 
its critical pollination 
stage. At the time of this 
writing (July 6) the 30 
day forecast for much of 
the central U.S. was for 
temperatures to moder¬ 
ate but to remain average 
to above average for this 
time of the year. More 
critical was that mositure 
was to remain below aver¬ 
age. So the crop might 
suffer permanent dam¬ 
age during pollination, 
which would slash yields 
and keep corn prices well 
above $6. 

In fact,USDA slashed 
its crop forecast on July 
11 to 12.970 billion bu. 
with a 146 bu./acre yield 
and forecast prices at 
$5.40 to $6.40/bu. 

Comparisons are 
already being made with 
1988, which saw a disas¬ 
trous declne in corn yields. 
In the last 52 years of 
yield data, 1988 produced 
the largest deviation, 
which was 29.1 bu./acre 
below trend line yields. 

This year's trend line 
yield is 163 bu./acre 
USDA's forecast was 
baove tgis, but this fit 
with the fact that yields 
since 1960 have been 


above tend 60 percent of 
the years and below 40 
percent of the years. 

It's likely a coincidence 
that Indiana's corn crop 
in early July was in its 
worst condition since 
1988. But one can only 
pray that yields for the 
2012-2013 crop don't fall 
as much below the trend 
as they did in 1988. This 
would mean a yield of 
134 bu./acre. The lowest 
forecast I've seen is 146 
bu., which is just below 
last year's yield of 147 
bu./acre. 

lack of rain has caused 
pasture conditions to 
deteriorate in much of 
cattle country. USDA on 
July 2 reported that 72 
percent of the continen¬ 
tal U.S. as in some stage 
of abnormally dry con¬ 
ditions, with more than 
51 percent of the coun¬ 
try in moderate or worse 
drought. 

The implications are 
ominous for the beef 
industry. Any thought of 
net heifer retention and 
the start of herd rebuild¬ 
ing have likely dried up. 
Even before he drought 
began to spread, the 
national herd wasn't 
expected to start growing 
until 2015 at the earliest. 

Now, any growth appear 
to be postponed another 
year. This will put more 
pressure on a cattle feed¬ 
ing sector already strug¬ 
gling over-capacity and 
negative margins due to 
high feeder-cattle and 
corn prices, and on the 
packing sector, which suf¬ 
fers from over-capacity 
as well. This week's corn 
and soybean prices in he 
central bluegrass area 
are: Corn - $8.42/bushel; 
Soybeans - $15.56/bush¬ 
el.
